PARIS, August 31--Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry, a. prominent witness 
In 
the 


Zola trial, committed suicide today. 


• Lieutenant Colonel Henry 
cut 
bis 


throat with a razor he had concealed In 
his valise. 
During the late Zola trial 


Henry accused Colonel Ptcquart of faj- 
iifyhig telegrams. 
A duel followed. 


In which Henry was wounded. 
The 


next scene occurred in the chamber of 
deputies, where Colonel PIcquart pro- 
•claimed tbe letter a forgery, and as a 
result was arrested, while Henry's vil- 
lainy was rewarded by his being ap- 
pointed Colonel Piequart's successor in 
the intelligence department. 


Tt is now evident that Henry forged 


the letter with the express object of 
paralyzing.Colonel Picquart's efforts to 
expose .Major Esterhazy and to get a 
revision of the • Dreyfus case. 
The 


'letter was written in bad French, a fact 
which first led It to be regarded as 
spurious. 


It is said that if the cabinet decides 


upon revision of the Dreyfus case M. 
Cavaignac, minister of war, will re- 
stgn. 


The scene of Lieutenant Colonel Hen- 


ry's avowal was most painful. When 
he saw it was almost useless to deny 
further, his tongue grew so thick for 
his mouth that he was unable to speak. 
It was feared that he would have an 
apoplectic stroke. 


After his arrest he was permitted to 


visit his wife while on the way to the 
fortress 
at 
Mont 
Valerien. 
She 


.thought he really had had a fit. He 
addressed her as "My poor wife." ad- 
ding, "I am under arrest." 


The officer accompanying him 
was 


under orders not to lose sight of him 
for a moment, and therefore he could 
not see his wife alone. 
All three pro- 


ceeded to his bedroom to get the neces- 
sary clothing. 
Henry then 
clasped 


his wife in his arms and exclaimed: 
"My conscience is pure and free from 
every sting." 


This exclamation is much commented 


upon, as going to show that he may 
possibly have forged the letter under 
-orders from his superiors. 


Lieutenant Henry was a peasant's 


son. He was bom In Pouaey, In Marne, 
in 1848, and enlisted in a foot regiment 
as his brother's substitute in 18C3. He 
had a good military record for brav- 
•ery and Inexorable discipline. 
He was 


a prisoner of war in 1870 and 
was 


•wounded in the Algerian campaign. He 
•retained much of the rough and ready 
manners of a non-commissioned officer. 
He was lacking in education, spoke no 
foreign languages and owed his pro- 
motion primarily to his reputation for 
•blunt stoaightforwadness. 


PARIS, August 31.—The cabinet has

-arose between 6 and 7 o'clock, having 
apparently failed to arrive at a decis- 
ion on the question of revising the 
Dreyfus sentence, for the customary 
official note was not issued. 


It is possible, however, looking to the 


excited state of public feeling that the 
government deems it advisable to pro- 
ceed cautiously and to conceal Its de- 
-cislon for the present. 


M. Delnasse, minister of foreign af- 


fairs, is said to have been vehemently 
attacked by his colleagues for having 
been ignorant of the intention of Em- 
peror Nicholas to issue his disarma- 
ment proclamation, hut in face of the 
revival of the Dreyfus affair, the dis- 
armament proposal has taken quite a 
secondary place. Tt is alleged that sev- 
eral ministers, including M. Brlsson^ 
the premier; M. Maruejouls, the minis- 
ter of commerce, and M. Troulilot, min- 
ister of the colonies, demanded a re- 
vlFioii and the immediate suppression 
of several staff officers. 
Cavaignac, 


however, remained firm on the ground 
that Henry's forgery had not altered 
the case as affecting Dreyfus' guilt. 


Thi- only result thfis far, therefore, 


is that Esterhazy is cashiered and will 
retire on a small pension. 


Kven after leaving the council the 


ministers continued to argue heatedly. 


Colonel Henry confessed to 
haTlnff 


committed forgery "owinfi to the abso- 
lute necessity for finding profs against 
Dreyfus." Il is understood that the 
document In question la 
the 
letter 


which hitherto has been alleged to have 
been written by the Uerman military 
attauhe to the Italian miliary attache 
In October, 1S%. 
It Is also said that 


when the interpolation in the Dreyfus 
case was coming in the chamber of 
deputies this letter was secretly com- 
municated to the court martial and 
was the chief evidence upon which 
Dreyfus was convicted. 
The anti- 


Dreyfus papers were dumbfounded at 
the arrest of the colonel, while on the 
other hand the papers which have been 
suporting the proposition to reopen the 
ease were Jubilant. 
They now demand 


the Immediate release of Colonel Pic- 
quart, who Is Imprisoned on charges 
connected Indirectly with the Dreyfus 
affair and they also Insist upon a re- 
view of the Dreyfus trial. 


"When Count Esterhazy was informed 


of the arrest of Colonel Henry and of 
his admission, lie exclaimed: 
"This is 


too terrifying."

Victor E. Jolln, Company E, Third 


infantry, dysentery, died in the deten- 
tion hospital. 


W. A. Marshall, Pirt Illinois, died In 


the harbor on transport Berlin.

The transports 'Berlin, San Marcos 


and Specialist arrived at Camp Wyc- 
koft today carrying soldiers from Cuba 
and landed them.

General Wheeler has ordered General 
Adalbert Ames, chief of staff on Gen- 
eral Kent's staff, to conduct an inves- 
tigation.

things which have been complained of. 
The subjects to be investigated are: 


Why is the general condition of the 


camp so poor? 


Why do the conditions that prevail 


exist?

Why, since this war, but one railroad 


leading into the camp, boats were not 
used to carry men and provisions from 
New York city? 


Why needed medicines were not or- 


dered, or if they were ordered, why 
they were not distributed? 


Why the hospitals are crowded? 
Why transports were allowed to He 


in the harbor without supplies and re- 
lief being sent out to them? 


There Is dissatisfaction In the camp 


of the Hough Riders. 
They axe not 


satisfied with the terms of their muster 
out. 
They wanted to be treated as are 


the remainder of the volunteers. The 
regulars, officers and men are dissatis- 
fied and want to be sent back to garri- 
son posts and stations at once. 


The coming of President McKinley is 


anxiously awaited. An effort will made 
to set the President to sanction some 
changes which even Secretary Alger 
was not asked to make. 


Dr. Senn thinks that within a month

Senn thinks the best thing to do is to 
hurry the troops away from Montauk 
and reduce the camp aa rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


Dr. Brown, who Is the executive head 


of the general hospital, differs with Dr. 
Senn and says there Is little or no dan- 
gers; that the precautions are ample 
and that nt the worst It would take 
months for the conditions which T)r. 
Senn foretells to prevail. 


The steamboat Sblnnecok has been

Waiting for Miles to 


Return. 


Serious Friction Between 


the Generals. 


An Official Investigation May be 


Necessary to Determine Cer- 


tain Responsibilities. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—When 


General Miles returns to Washington 
lie will be asked for an explanation of 
recent interviews appearing and the 
publication of certain dispatches which 
the war department has not made pub- 
lic. 


Whether the investigation will take 


the course of a military court of in- 
quiry or of a private .Interview with, 
the President, the secretary of war anfl 
General Miles, remains still to be seen. 
Until the arrival of General Miles tlie 
war department .will not discuss the 
matter. 


Secretary Alger says that the depart*, 


ment will not, enter Into any contro- 
versy with its subordinate and he Aoaf. 
not propose to discuss matters affect-^ 
ing General Miles during his absence/ 
The department is of the opinion that 
General Miles made public the 
dis- 


patches of the secretary. General Shat- 
ter and himself, published this morn- 
ing. 
Such action is regarded as a 


breach of military regulations, but no 
military court can secure proof that 
General Miles made public the dis- 
patches, If he and the person to whom 
they were furnished refuse to give the 
Information, as several military trials 
have made it settled that no military 
court can compel a civilian to testify 
If he does not desire to. 
General Miles ^ 


also may be called to account for the 
interviews with him, as unless disa- 
vowed they would place him in the, 
attitude of criticising his superior offi- 
cers and subject him to military dis- 
cipline. 


The publication of the dispatches to- 


day, taken together with previous in- 
terviews in the Kansas City Star, 
were the topic of conversation among 
officers of the war 
department, ' and 


already there is a disposition by some 
to take sides in the matter, while otH=- 
ers deplore the affair as tending to low- 
er the tone of the army and to do ir- 
reparable Injury to the service. 


It Is expected the controversy will 


extend to both houses of congress and 
it is feared will have an adverse effect 
upon legislation which will be asked 
to better the army. 
It is generally un- 


derstood that the regular 
force will 


have to be largely increased, at least 
until the conquered islands are clis- 
prwed of. and it is feared that legisla- 
tion in this direction will he hampered 
by the controversy between the secre- 
tary of war and the general in com- 
m,i;n3 of the army.

WASHINGTON, August 30.—The in- 


coming Hawaiian mail brought to the 
state department the last report from 
United States Minister Bewail in his 
capacity as United States minister. It 
also included several documents that 
will be Interesting from an historical 
point of view. 


The minister transmits to the depart- 


ment the formal ".cceptance by Presi- 
dent Dole of the act of the 
United 


States congress annexing the Islands to 
the United States. 
He also handed to 


Mr. Sewall the treaty of annexation 
that had been ratified by the Hawaiian 
legislature, but which failed to receive 
tbe approval of the United States sen- 
ate. There was no occasion to turn over 
this document, but it is presumed Mr. 
Dole did so to complete the records. 


There are some claims outstanding 


against the late government of Ha- 
waii, mainly on account of British sub- 
jects and the adjustment of these will 
be a matter for future consideration. 
Among the issues satisfactorily closed, 
according to Mr. Sewall's report, was 
the claim of the Japanese government 
agalnit Hawaii for the Illegal detention 
and return to Japan of certain Jap- 
anese coolies, who were evicted under 
a Hawaiian Immigration law framed 
after that of the United States Chinese 
exclusion act. 
The amount 
of the 


claims was about 175,000, and almost 
the last act of the expiring Hawaiian 
government was to discharge this ob- 
ligation, which came perilously near 
involving the United States and Japan 
In difficulty about a year ago.

TVe remember 


taking a volume of Lope de Vega from 
a. library in which copies of Moliere and 
Leasing were being constantly worn 


out, 
and finding the Spanish book, a 


subscription edition over 
a. hundred 


years old, still in its orisinal paper 
covers, with leaves uncut. 


In science, every Important contribu- 


tion to knowledge is published at once 
in English, French, German or Italian, 
and every scientist is expected to'know 
these languages, but if anything good 
ever comes out of Spain it Is published 
in French. 
The four languages naraod 


ire the windows to the world's thought, 
the best expresion of its highest aspi- 
rations. 
It is because a training in 


these languages is in the interest of a 
broader and less provincial contact 
with the life of the world that they are 
a part of general education. 
One at 


least of them ousht to be a part of 
every high school, if not every gram- 
mar school course. 
But Spanish, ex- 


cept as an additional feature of thr 
equipment of a student already a. 
good linguist, has 110 importance be- 
yond Its commercial value, and this it 
has only for the few who will be pro- 


tfecl for in schools where they also 


jjet other special knowledge for their 
special vocation.

Holding as he did in absolute and irre- 
sponsible control the largest army in 
the world, with the grim determination 
to i urn it against the first nation which 
should break the bounds of peace, a 
general war was impossible until he 
died. 
The accession of bis son pro- 


duced n. feeling of uneasiness which 
has only gradually become less as It 
became evident that the new Czar had 
no desire for war for its own sak< 


Peace has b^en preserved iarsely by 


two considerations, neither M which In 
the nature of things i-an be permanent. 
One Is the preservation of the balance 
of military force so that no great pow- 
er can attack any other with certainty 
of success. This could only last until 
armaments had reached the point be- 
yond which some one nation could not 
jro. 
That point was reached 
some 


years ago by Russia and France, the 
latter having no more men and the for- 
mer no more money to ?pare. 
Then 


ihe Franco-Russian 
alliance pushed 


the limit a little further by France 
furnishing, indirectly, the money and 
Russia the men for an increase in their 
combined forces. The new limit is now 
nearly reached in these countries and 
has been passed in Italy. 
The burden 


of five million soldiers has become In- 
tolerable and there has been constant 
danger of war simply as an 
escnpi 


from the burdens of peace. 


The other guarantee of peace has 


been dynastic friendships. Nearly all 
the royal families of Europe, are close- 
ly related and there are certain royal 
traditions which ministers are bound 
to respect up to a certain point. 
The 


Kaiser is said, for instance, to have 
promised his grandfather, when a boy, 
nnver to make war against his dear 
friend, the Czar, and the two young 
men are also personally intimate. 
Queen Victoria is also in the way of i 
war with Russia, as she will not sigi 
a declaration of war against the hus- 
band of her favorite granddaughter. 
But this preservative, of peace, like the 
ither, is only temporary. 
It is well recognized that some end 


must be made, and made soon, to the 
present 
condition 
of 
intolerable 


"armed truce." 
Besides war there U 


no remedy but disarmament, and that 
could only be. considered seriously 
when proposed by the warlord? of Ger- 
many or Russia. 
That it. is now pro- 


posed by one of them with the appar- 
ent concurrence of the other is a fact of 
surpassing importance. 


The difficulties in the way are enor- 


mous, and no one but a purblind opti- 
mist can fail to see that success Is only 
a possibility. 
The great, powers are at 


this moment in a state of acute ten- 
sion in regard to the partition o£ China, 
which seems bound to become still 
more strained. 
Nothing can be done 


peaceably except by unanimous crm- 
sent and that is hard to obtain and im- 
possible to enforce. _ Human nature is 
still warlike and selfish, and can not be 
reformed by treaties and conventions. 


Probably the most that can be liojied 


for is an agreement as to the size of 
tho standing armies of Europe, beyond 
which no nation shall go. 
For the 


preservation of internal peace, and for 
protection against the airgression of 
any but the six great powers, much 
smaller armies will suffice. 
Between 


the great powers relative equality is as 
good as absolute strength, and if this 
can be arranged, the. greatest obsta- 
cle to the industrial development 
of 


Europe will be removed. 


The entire world will wish the young 


Czar God speed, and if he succeeds, and 
history shall record that the Spanish- 
American war was the last clash of 
arms between civilized nations, he 
will have builded for himself a monu- 
ment such as no other ruler on earth 
has ever had. 


The burden of proof is always on

The Veterinary Inspector says It is not 
at r'l UP common for the fever to be 
communicated to human beings from 
eating meat of beef which were slaugh- 
lered while they had the disease.

f the chemical elements, namely, nl- 
r.»aen. which, although 
fndispensible 


all forma of life. Is characterized by 
ii.-h apparent inertness in the 
free 


tate. 
To farmers the Question of nl- 
ia alt important as scientific 


griculturists inform us that If a soil 


re utterly destitute of this material, 


t would be incapable of growing the 
jarest pretense of a crop. 


In order that this element may be as- 
Imilated by plants It Is necvsstary that 
t be converted into the form of ni- 
rati-s, nitrites or ammonia. 
This is 


accomplished by bacteria. In fact the 
;rowth of plants depends on three 
classes of bacteria, vl?..: First, thosa 
,-hich convert nitrogen into some sol- 
uble salt; second, those which decom- 
pose phosphates and bring the 
phos- 


phorus, a so necessary constituent for 
,lfe of plants and animals, into avaihv 
ile form: and third, those which aid in 
the destruction of dead animal and 
vegetable matter. 


From the time it was first demon- 


strated that plant life depended on the 
action of bacteria, the study of this 
phenomenon has been pushed with 
jreat vigor in all parta of the world. 


The yearbook of the department of 


agriculture for 1S95 contains 
the foi 


lowing statement: 
"Ii may not be long until the farmer 


may apply to the laboratory for partic- 
ular nitrifying ferments to be applied 
to such special purposes as are men- 
tioned above. 
Because of the extreme 


minuteness of these organisms the too 
practical agronomist may laugh at the 
idea of producing fertility thereby, and 
this Idea, indeed, would be of no value 
\\-ere it not for the wonderful facility 
of propagation which an organism of 
this kind has when exposed in a favor- 
ible environment.

tilizing effects may be secured." 


"While the prophecies 
foreshadowed 


in the above quotation have not been 
fully verified there is sufficient evidence 
to warrant the belief-that the use of 
bacterial cultures will become com- 
mercially valuable, and that the nitri- 
fying ferments of the soil, In the form 
of reasonably pure cultures called nl- 
trogene, will eventually he used foi 
fertilizing purposes. 
The sending of 


the soil with appropriate minifying 
ferments is certain to become as much 
of an exact science as the use of the 
proper ferments in butter and cheese 
manufacture and other commercial ou 
eratlons where the activity of bacteria 
conditions the. character and value o 
the product. 


The usual method used In preparing 


these cultures, called nltrogene. Is by 
inoculating a series of gelatine plates 
from the nodules of plants containing 
the living bacteria. 
The pure culture 


obtained Is Introduced into an eight- 
ounce bottle containing agar gelatine, 
on which It is allowed to grow. The 
contents of a single bottle are sufficient 
to inoculate an acre and a half of land. 


The best method of applying nitro- 


gene is to at first Introduce It Into a 
sufficient amount of moist earth and 
mis thoroughly. 
After standing long 


enoush for the bacteria to multiply 
and distribute themselves throughout 
the whole mass, it Is applied to the 
field in the same manner as ordinary 
fertilizers. 


Experience has shown that prepara- 


tions of nitrogene do not retain their 
vitality indefinitely, and in order to 
secure the best results It should be 
used as soon as possible after manufac- 
ture. 
It is evident also" that the par- 


ticular source from which each sample 
of nitrogene is prepared must be des- 
ignated, and the farmer wishing to use 
It as a fertilizer must purchase those 
varieties that are best suited to the 
crop he wishes to grow. 


If n. tree holds sway on the plains, 


proudly spreading its branches; if 
the valleys are covered with bright 
colored herbage and if the reaper gath- 
ers the golden sheaves, It is due to the 
humble workers hidden in the depths 
of the soil. Although the plant profits 
by the work of the organisms, it as- 
sists them In Its turn. 
The roots of 


the plant and its discarded 
leaves 


furnish the carbonaceous matter nec- 
essary to the Jife and work of the fixers 
of nitrogen. 


The harmony of nature Increases In 


beauty as we slowly arrive at a better 
understanding of it, and our admira- 
tion increases with the new knowledge 
of the solidarity of the fliers of nitro- 
gen and the fixers of carbon which mu- 
tually'assist each other and assure the 
continuation of life upon the surface 
of the earth.

They Look With Favor Upon the 


Raisin Situation. 


[From the New Tork Journal of Com- 


merce and Commercial Bulletin.] 


One of the largest handlers of. Cal- 


ifornia raisins said today that every- 
body at this end would welcome a 
change in the method of doing business 
that would insure fair returns to all. 
grower, packer and distributor, and 
that if the proposed syndicate can 
be made a success through the opera- 
tion of reasonable methods of marltp.t- 
ing the fruit, the eastern trade would 
hail with satisfaction tha institution of 
such methods. 


The making: nf fair prices nn raisins, 


based on the cost of production, 
he 


said, would entail no hardship on the 
trade at large, and the stability of the 
market resulting from the action of a. 
majority 
of 
the growers, woul'I be 


beneficial not only lo the distributors 
in consuming markets, but to the grow- 
ers. 
Eastern distributors have become 


discouraged In trying to handle blocks 
or In doing business with tho coast on a 
large scale, owing to the unstaui'.ity of 
prices, the 
indiscriminate consiim- 


merits, and the anxiety of those who re- 
ceive the goods to collect advances. If 
thp crop was held under control with 
a guarantee that prices would be held 
firmly for a reasonable period, dealers 
here would be mor« disposed to under- 
take the distribution with greater con- 
fidence. During the past two or three 
years, dealers who had contracted for 
five, ten or twenty cars at fair prices. 
have found little satisfaction In making 
sales of carloads to competing firms at 
a less price. 
The result has been that 


business has been reduced to the hand- 
to-mouth basis, thus compelling Pacific 
Coast holders to carrying the stock. 
The result has been a dragging market 
at much lower prices than would have 
been necessnrj- under a different policy. 


If .in association were formed which 


cnuld carry out successfully a fair pol- 
icy toward both grower ami distributer 
capital would not be wanted, but every 
attempt thus far made has been to 
force the distributor for the benefit of 
the growers, with the result that the 
scheme has invariably collapsed, owing 
to the refusal of the former to co-oper- 
ate In the plan proposed. 
It is to he 


hopcil for all interests that the propos- 
ed organization will go through suc- 
cessfully and bring fair returns to all 
Interested. 
A continuation of 
the 


present policy for two or three years 
longer will mertainly ruin a majority 
of the growers anu iiiaKe prouuction 
impossible.

ALL EUROPE DAZED 


The Plan of Disarmament 


Discussed. 


DECLARED IMPRACTICABLE 


Germany Skeptical, France Dubi- 


ous, But English Statesmen 
Inclined to Favor the Project— 
The Vatican Highly Commends 
the Czar's Pacific Assurances— 
'The Effects as Viewed by 
Different Newspapers. 


ST. PETERSBURG, August 29.—The 


newspapers here declare 
that the 


Czar's manifesto will probably consti- 
tute a turning poiiu in history. 
The 


Novosto says: 


It stands to reason that the disarma- 


ment question cannot be solved with- 
out a previous removal of the causes 
for the armaments. 
The conference 


must accurately determine the respec- 
tive pretensions of the nations and pro- 
pose means for a peaceful arrangement 
and it may come to pass that by the 
close of the nineteenth century a liqui- 
dation may be effected of the interna- 
tional policies which are so prolific In 
troubles and dangers. 


The Novoe Vremya says: 
All true friends of peace are natur- 


ally on th« side of Russia, but it is Im- 
possible to guarantee that some of the 
western cabinets will not raise objec- 
tions promoted by the fact that armed 
peace which has existed since 1S75 is 
the main source of their international 
strength. 


The Vedomosti expresses the opin- 


ion that the note of the Czar is essen- 
tially 
"an attempt to 
induce the 


element of trust into international re- 
lations," adding, "whoever believes in 
the creative power of ideas propounded 
with conviction and clearness must be 
rejoiced that the note brings a new and 
efficient course into the world's life and 
groups anew the participants in that 
life." 
r The text of the note follows: 


"The maintenance of general peace 


and the possible reduction of the exces- 
sive armaments which weigh upon all 
nations present them selves in existing 
conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal toward which the endeavors of 
all good governments should be di- 
rected. 
The humanitarian and mag- 


nanimous ideas of bis Majesty, the Em- 
peror, my august master, have been 
•won over to these views in the convic- 
tion that this lofty aim is in conformity 
with the most essential interests and 
legitimate views of all the powers; and 
the imperial government thinks the 
present moment would be very favor- 
able to seeking the means. 


"Intern.-tinnal rtiKnisinn is the most 


effectual means of Insuring—to all peo- 
ple's benelit—a real, durable peace, 
above all putting an t-ntl to the progres- 
sive development o£ the present arma- 
ments. 


"In the course of the last twenty 


years the longing for general appease- 
ment has grown especially pronounced 
in the consciences of civilized nations: 
and the preservation of peace has been 
put forward as an object of Interna- 
tional policy. 
It is in its name that 


great, states have concluded among 
themselves powerful alliances.

•wealth are either pcralyzecl or checked 
in development. 
Moreover, in propor- 


tion, as the armaments of each power 
increase the less and less they fulfill 
the object the governments have set 
before themselves. 


"The economic crisis, due in great 


part to the system of armaments 1'out- 
rancp. and the continual danger which 
lirs in this massing of. war material, 
are transforming thf armed peace of 
our days into a crushing burden which 
the peoples have more and more dif- 
ficulty in bearing.

hospitals, and I have been of the opin- 
ion that female nurses would be an in- 
cumbrance to the troops during- active 
operations: but 30 soon as serious sick- 
ness developed In our camps and It be- 
came necessary lo treat typhoid fever 
cases in our field hospitals, I gladly ac- 
cepted the services of trained female 
nurses for the division field hospitals, 
but in our general hospitals we have 
employed them from the first. 


"The general testimony from the sur- 


geons lit charge of these hospitals has 
hcen that their services have been ot 
great value. 
Very many 
of' these 


trained nurses have 
been obtained 


through the kind assistance of the Red 
Cross Society for the maintenance of 
trained nurses, auxiliary No. 3, and t 
desire to express my high appreciation 
ot the valuable services rendered ti- • 
medical department of the army bj-1. , 
organization."

LONDON". September 1.—Great Brit- 


ain is beginning to be alarmed lest the 
fate of Hicks Pnsha has befallen the 
Anglo-Egyptian army under the Sir- 
dar, General Sir Herbert Kitchener. 


The last news received 
was tele- 


graphed from the front 
on 
Monday 


night. 
The army was then 23 'miles 


from Omdurman, the Dervish camp 
near Khartoum, where the Khallffa 
was reported to be waiting with lOO.WK 
warriors, well equipped with field guns. 


Kitchener's forces consisted of 1000 


British troops and 15,000 Egyptians, tli 
most perfectly equipped force the gov- 
ernment has ever put in the field, hav- 
ing plenty of horse artillery and max- 
im suns. 


It was fanned to Hoop in constant 


communication with the base by field 
telegraph, hence the fears that In spite 
of the superiority of morale and accou- 
trements, the Anglo-Egyptian army 
has been overwhelmed by numb'-rs. 


The government officials announce 


confidence in the outcome of the en- 
gagement, hut privately they do not 
conceal their nervousness at the lack 
of tidings from tho front.
